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1. All pending claims 1-3, 5 and 6 are allowed. Claims 1 and 2 are independent. 

2. The amended specification and abstract filed March 20, 2006 are acceptable to 
the examiner. 

Corrected drawing Figs. 1, 17c, and 18, also filed March 20, 2006, are 
acceptable to the examiner. However, the second one of the two replacement 
drawing sheets is missing - Fig. 12 PRIOR ART - from the sheet. A corrected 
replacement sheet showing the correct figure number and label required. 

Claims 2-6 have been amended to overcome the objection set forth in the 
previous Office Action dated December 20, 2005. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 2 have been amended to include, respectively, the limitation "an 
average coarseness of a center line Ra of the original base having said uneven portion 
ranges 0.02 /jm <Ra <1.0 //m" and the limitation "an average coarseness of a center 
line Ra of the original base having said projection having the periodic array formed on 
the surface thereof ranges 0.02 /ym <Ra <1 .0 //m". The examiner agrees with 
Applicant on that the previously applied prior art reference Ishikawa et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,128,105) does not disclose this claim limitation since Ishikawa et al. requires that 
the depth of unevenness Ax must satisfy the inequality Ax >4A in order to avoid optical 
interference (col. 4,line 66 - col. 5, line 4; Fig. 13), where A is the wavelength of light, 
and in according to examples given by Applicant for A- 650 nm for red light and A- 400 
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nm for violet light, resultant values for the depth of unevenness Ax are greater than 2.6 
/jm and 1 .6 //m, respectively, which are outside of the 0.02 fjm <Ra <1 .0 fjm range of 
claims 1 and 2. Therefore, claims 1 and 2 are allowable. 

Claims 3, 5 and 6 depend on claims 1 or 2 and thus are allowable for the reasons 
given for claims 1 and 2.
